LISBON, May 27.—The United 
States naval seaplane NC-4 arrived 
here at 4:10 p. m. today (New York 
time) nine hours and fifty-two min- 
utes after leaving Ponta del Gada, 
Azeres, on their third leg of its 
trans-Atlantic flight from Rockaway 
to Landon. A_remarkable ovation 
greeted the American birdmen, the 
first in history to cross the Atlantic 
by air. Their speed was 90 mites 
per hour.

Commander A. C. Read confident 
that he would reach the coast of 
Portugal before darkness tonight, 
thus achieving the coveted honor of 
making the first transatlantic flight, 
United st&tes seaplane NC-4, started 
for Lisbon this morning at 10:18 
o’clock, Greenwich time, or 6:18 a.

It makes a newspaper publisher pretty 
mad when he is confronted every day of 
his life with undoubted fact that a major- 
ity of people who are continually and 
everlastingly floating, or trying to float, 
some campaign or propaganda, think he ig 
a rank sucker who can be worked for 
hundreds of dollars by the simple means 
of a 3-cent postage stamp. For the bene-

This News Service,’’ ete. 

Presumably hundreds of tons of this 
stuff reaches the néwspaper offices every 
day, and nine-tenths of it goes into the 
waste basket. It is not news, in any sense, 
but advertising, pure and simple, which is 
the reason it is not being published to any 
extent, as you may have noticed. 

Advertising space and publicity is the 
only merchandise in the world a news- 
paper has for sale, with which to make a 
living on, and just why evervbody should 
think they should be given it free is one 
of the mysteries vet unsolved. No cam- 
paign manager would think of going to a 


drygoods store to gct a thousand dollars . 


worth of bunting for decoration purposes, 
or any other place for anything else need- 
ed, and expect to walk away with it free. 
Yet that is what they do to the news- 
papers, or, rather try to do. Yet the mer- 
chandise the paper has for sale costs it 
more than the merchandise costs the dry- 
goods man. 

This propaganda by mail costs more 
money, hiring clerks, buying stationery 
and stamps, ‘te. than effective prblicity 


wonld, and it aecomplishes practically 
nothing. The garbage man is the only 


person benefitted. He makes a livine 
carting it away and burnine it up, from 
thousands of newspaper offices all over 
the land. 

With all due respect to you gentlemen 
who are carrying on this campaign, vour 
methods are going to lose it for von. and 
my jndement is that unless an immediate 
ewiteh is made and a proper kind of eam- 
paign made, and made a whirlwind at 
that, you stand no more show of carrying 
the bonds than a rabbit. forty millions of 
dollars is an awful lot of money, and it 
takes a two-thirds majority, which is 
always hard to get on any proposition. A 
majority and a two-thirds majority are 
two altogether different things. 

You gentlemen who are interested in 
automobiles have been kidding yourselves, 
You have overlooked the great silent vote 
that is not at all interested in automobiles, 
but which goes on foot to the polls, or in- 
vests in a street car ride for a nickel. 

Another thing you have overlooked, and 
possibly do not know anything about, is 
the fact that the prevailing opinion over
